The moon was fast declining in the 
western horizon and sending her pale 
yellow rays obliquely upon the spires 
and domes of the beleagued city.

another defence was erected, to which 
was given the appellation of Fort Co- 
vington. 

' It was the intention of the command- 
er to land a body of forces between the 
two defences, which he designed should 
attack the Fort on the western side, 
he, with his vessels, would move up 
and attack it by water. So judicious a 
manouvre, if properly performed, would 
in all probability, have proved success- 
ful; and they, by possessing themselves 
of the Fort, would compel the town to 
an immediate capitulation; but the 
Americans foreseeing the advantage 
that would be gained by such a move- 
ment, anticipated their purpose, and un- 
known to them erected in battery of six 
guns in the immediate vicinity of the 
principal defences. 

The. barges containing the forces 
destined to assault the fort by land, 
kept close undet the Anne Arundel 
shore, to prevent discovery, by the 
American sentinels, but having passed 
the works of McHenry, their prows 
were directed to the point where it was 
intended they should debark, and which 
lay in a strait line with the battery.

Then the loud ap- | 
peals for mercy, mingled with yells of | 
despniz, and the groans and. impreca- | 
tions of the wounded and dying} broke | 
horribly upon ihe breeze, aud to add | 
darkness to the terrific chaos, the 
blaze upon the hill expired, and night's) 
mantle again fell drearily upon the! 
glassy Patapseo, 

‘Cease, men, they sue for quarters!’ 
shouted the soldier, aud hundred rifle- 
men sprang fromthe surrounding bush- 
es, and hurried with one impulse to the 
sheve, that they might, if possible, 
render assistance to their vanquished 
enemies. 

Both barges had been shattered to 
fragments by the cannon of the battery, 
and the unfortunate Britons who had 
escaped the deadly rifle and fatal artil- 
lery, were now obliged to contest the 
silent and fearful waters for the preser- 
vation of their dear loved existence.— 
The extrerge darkness of the night, 
prevented objects from being discerned 
at the smallest distance, but the Ameri- 
cans could plainly hear the splashing of 
the water, andthe imploring cries for 
assistance which the poor fellows pour- 
ed forth as they endeavored with the 
energy of despair, to save themselves 
frem being swallowed up by the remorse- 
less element. It was a painful moment 
to those on the beach; not a boat could 
be obtained to aid in rescuing them, 
and they were compelled to stand si- 
lent and inactive at the dissolution of 
the Britons; but when the gurgling 
murmer of the drowning, and the fear- 
ful and breatheless cry of the exhaust- 
ed rose on the hearing, tears trickled

BLUE LAWS OF CONNECTICUT, 

Made inthe Colony of New Haven, at ite 
first settlement, nearly two handred years ago. 
Copied from the general history of America. 

1. ‘* The Governor and magistrates, 
convened in general assembly, are the 
supreme power, under God, of this in- 
dependent dominion. — 

2. From the determination of the 
Assembly, no appeal shall be made. 

3. The Governor is amenable to the 
voice of the people. 

4. The governor shall have a single 
vote in determining any question, ex- 
cept casting vote when the assembly 
shall be equally divided. 

5. The assembly of the people shall 
not be dismissed by the governor, but 
shall dismiss itself. 

6. Conspiracy against this dominion 
shall be punished with death. 

7. Whoever says there is a power 
and jurisdiction, above and over this 
dominion, shal! suffer death, and loss 
of property. 

8. Whoever attempts to change or 
overturn this dominion, shall suffer 
death. 

9: The judges shall determine con- 
troversies, without jury. 

10. No one shall be a freemnan, or 


give a.vote unless he be converted, and 


a member in full communion, of one. ot 
the churches allowed in this dominion. 

11. Each freeman shall swear by the 
blessed God, to bear true allegiance 
to this dominion, and that Jesus is the 
only king. 

12. No Quaker or dissenter from 
thé established worship of this domin- 
ion, Shall be allowed to give vote for 
election of magistrates, or any office. 

13. No food or lodging shatlbe 
fered toa Quaker, Adamite, or other 
heretic. 

14. Ifany person turns Quaker, he 
shall be banished, and not suflered to 
return but on pain of death. 

15. No priest* shall abide in the do- 
minion he shall be banished; and suf- 
fer death on his return, 

16. Priests may be seized by one 
without a warrant. 

17. No one to cross a river, but with 
authorized ferrymen, 

i® “No one shall run on the sabbath 
dav. or walk in his garden, or else- 
where, except reverentially to and from 
meeting. 

19. Noone shall travel.—cook vic- 
tuals—make beds—swveep house—cut 
hair—or shave, on the Sabbath day. 

26. No woman shall kiss her child 
en the Sabbath or fasting day. 

21. The Sabbath shall begin at sun- 
set on Saturday. 

22. To pick an ear of corn growing 
in a neighbor’s garden, shall be deem- 
ed theft. 

23. A person accused of trespass in 
the night, shall be judged guilty, unless 
he clear himself by oath. 

24. When it appears, that an accu- 
sed has confederates, and he refuses 
to discover them, he may be racked. 

25. None shall buy or sell lands, 
without permission of the select men. 

26 A drunkard shall have a master 
appointed by the select men, who are 
to debar him from the liberty of buying 
and selling. 

27 Whoso publishes a lie, to the 
prejudice of his neighbor, shall be set 
in stocks, or be whipped ten stripes. 

28 No minister shall keep a school. 

29 Every rateable person, who refu- 
sesto pay his proportion, to support 
the minister of the town or parish, shall 
be fined by the Court 2/.f and 41. eve- 
ry quarter, until he or she pay the rate 
to the minister. 

30 Men stealers shali suffer death. 

$1 Whosvever wears clothes trim- 
med with gold, silver, or bone lace 
above 2s per yard, shall be presented 
by the grand jurors; and the select 
men shall tax the offender at 3000/ es- 
tute.

41 A man that strikes bis wife, slall 
pay afine often pounds. 

42 A woman that strikes her husband 
shall be punished as the court directs. 

43 A wife shall be deemed good evi- 
dence against her husband. 

44 No man sha!l court a maid in 
person, or by letter, without first ob- 
taining consent of her parer\s«: five 
pounds penalty for the first offence; ten 
pounds for the second; and forthe third 
iunprisonment during the pleasure of the 
Court. ‘ 

45 Married persons must live to- 
gether, or be imprisoned. 

46 Every male shall have his hair 
eet round according to a cap.

Tne Memorial of the undersigned, the 

Master and Wardens of the Grand 

Lodge of Freemasons, within the Com- 

monwealth of Massachusetts, respect- 


That the said Grand Lodge was es- 
tablished and organized, in the then 
town of Boston, in said Commonwealth, 
as a voluntary association, on the 30th 
of July, A. D. 1733—assuming and ex- 
ercising al} the powers, rights, and 
privileges, which, by the ancient laws 
and usages, recognized by the Frater- 
nity of Freemasons in their consociated 
capacity, it was empowered so to as- 
sume and exercise: ‘That, in the le- 
gitimate exercise of those powers and 
privileges, and in its official capacity, 
as the head of a prosperous and grow- 
ing Benevolent Association, by the lib- 
eral donations of individual Freema- 
sons, and by the usual contributions of 
the subordinate Lodges, it was, in time, 


connexion, its members have conducted 
as honest and peaceable citizens; re- 
cognizing in the following ‘‘ Ancient 
Charges’® of their Order, unexception- 
able rules of duty in all their social and 
political relations :—-that they have 
‘‘ agreed to be good men and true, and 
strictly to obey the moral law ; to be 
peaceable subjects, and cheerfully to 
conform to the laws of the country in 
which they reside ; not to be concern- 
ed in plots or conspiracies against gov- 
ernment, but patiently to submit to the 
decisions of the ‘supreme legislature ; 
to pay a proper respect to the civil mag- 
istrate, to work diligently, live credita- 
bly, and act honorably with all men.’* 
And that, confidently relying on the 
protection guaranteed alike to all elas- 
ses of citizens, by their written gonsti- 
tutions, they have rested quietly under 
their own vine and fig-tree, giving just 


to believe they had none to molest or 
make them afraid. 


Such was the condition of the affairs 


which it had fora long term of years 
occupied in one of the public buildings 
of the city ; and experiencing much in- 
convenience from the want of suitable 
permanent accommodations for the 
transaction of Masonic business, it was 
proposed and determined, by an unani- 
mous vote of its members, to erect an 
edifice, which, while it afforded ample 
accommodation for the Fraternity, 
should also be an ornament to the city, 
and a public convenience. Your me- 
morialists would not disguise the fact, 


As the 
depositary and guardian of a Charitable 
Fund, the Grand Lodge held itself mor- 
ally responsible to the indigent recipi- 
ents of the charities accruing from it, 
and felt bound to see that it was ren- 
dered as productive as a proper regard. 
to its security would allow. 

Under these circumstances, and not 
entertaining a suspicion that the Hon. 
Legislature would refuse, or that the 


{ Fund, known as the Cuarity Fuxp 


|SETTS provision that, 
the income thereof should be held in 
sacred trust for, and faithfully applied 
to, charitable purposes—to the reliefiof 
the distressed and suffering. And your 
memorialists have the gratification to 
believe, that the letter and spirit of this 
provision have been, and they trust will 
long continue to be, scrupulously ob- 
served and performed, 

Your memorialists further represent: 
That, from the period of its establish- 
ment until the year 1817, this Fund 
was held by, and under the conféol and 
direction of the said Grand Lodge, act- 
ing as a voluntary association, This 
tenure was not only thought to be less 
secure, but the management of the 
Fund was found to be attended with the 
various and unavoidable difficulties 


which are always incident to the con- 
duct of property thus situated. Under 
these circumstances, and in the belief 
that an act of incorporation would in- 
crease the security of the Fund, and 
facilitate the distribution of its charities, 
Francis J. Esq., and others, 
members of the said Grand Lodge, pe- 
titioned and obtained of the Hon. Le- 
gislature, on the 16th of June 1817, an 
act, by which the Master, Wardens 
and Members, of the Grand Lodge, 
were incorporated and made a body 
politic, authorized and empowered to 
take by purchase, gift, grant or other- 
wise, and hold real estate, not exceed- 
ing the value of twenty thousand dollars, 
and personal estate, not exeeding the 
value of sixty thousand dollars ; amd to 
have and exercise all the privileges 
usually given by acts of incorporation, 
to charitable societies. And so far as 
the knowledge of your memorialists ex- 
tends, or their experience enables them 
to judge, they most confidently believe 
and affirm: That all the transactions of 
the said Grand Lodge, (with the single 
exception hereafter noted,) have been 
conducted with a scrupulous regard to 
the original purposes of its institution, 
and with an honorable endeavor to pre- 
serve the inviolability of the corporate 
powers with which it was invested by 
the Hon. Legislature of the Common- 
wealth: That, in the per ce of 


most unyielding among the opponent?

modification of its act of incorporation, 
as woiild enable it to hold a grenté?

The oviginal purchase of this estate 
was@ir Within the amount, which the 
act of incorporation authorized them to 
hold ; but foreseeing that the augment- 
ing value of the rising structure, would 
exceed this amount, a petition was pre- 
sented to the Hon. Legislature, at the 
winter session of 1831, praying for such 
a modification of the corporate powers 
of the Grand Lodge, as would enable it 
to hold real estate, not exceeding the 
value of sixty thousand dollars, and per- 
sonal estate, not exceeding the value of 
twenty thousand dollars. The petition- 
ers did not ask for an extension of their 
corporate powers, nor to be invested 
with any additional ones; but simply 
for such a modification of the rights and 
powers which they already enjoyed, as 
the Hon. Legislature has always shown 
itself willing to make for the accommo- 
dation of other corporate associations; 
—a modification, which, your memor- 
ialists humbly conceive, was calculated 
to lessen, rather than to increase tlie 
power of the corporation; and by which 
no principle of law or policy was to be 
surrendered or prejudicially affected. 
For reasons, which impartial history 
will doubtless exhibit, but the pertinence 
of which the wisdom of the historian 
may not easily recognize, the prayer of 
these petitioners was not granted.
